re-opening of bridge. 

If successful, this would be 
the first bridge in Franklin 
County ever to be permanently 
closed. 

Residents contacted on 
either side of the bridge are 
unaware of the proposed per- 
manent closing. All of the resi- 


dents questioned said they 
thought the bridge was closed 
temporarily for repairs. 

The bridge crosses Alum 
Creek and connects Bexley 
and a black neighborhood on 
Columbus Near East side by 
the entrance to Nelson Rd. 
Park. 

In addition to the closed 
bridge, a barricade about 12- 
feet high resembling prison 
fencing, was placed on the 
Bexley side of the bridge. That 
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prevents anyone from entering 
or leaving Bexley by foot or 
bicycle, in addition to auto. 

On the Columbus end of the 
bridge, an 8-foot high orange 
net-like barrier was erected. 

“I think it's terrible,” said 
Mrs. John H. Marshall of 131 N. 
Nelson Rd., Columbus, about 
the possible permanent bridge 
closing.

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WHY WOMEN DON'’T.CRY RAPE 
FBI Statistics Reveal Most Rapes Go 


Unreported; Rape Counselors Explain

“America should not be surprised by the increase in rapes 
becauses our cultural mentality promoted the idea of women 
a8 sex objects.”--Linda Myers Ph.D.

Rape happens every six 
minutes somewhere in the U.S. 
Last year, 351 rapes were 
reported in Columbus. This 
year 131-rapes have been 
reported here. 

These women cried out 
against their attackers, But 
according to rape experts, 
thousands don't. FBI statistics 
reveal that most rapes are not 
reported. 

Several rape counselors told 
the CALL & POST why many 
women don't cry out. 

‘Because of the stigma 
attached to-it,” says Marty 
Smith, a counselor in the

Ohio State University. 

“Women are made to feel 
that they are somehow respon- 
sible,"’ Smith said. ‘Women 
have also heard bad things 
about -how—potice—and-the 
courts handle rape cases and 
they don't have areal clearidea 
of what to expect.”

Recently Ohio State Univer- 
sity brought media attention to 
the issue when a young woman 
was allegedly raped.in a dormi- 
tory: Although the case went 
before a grand jury and no 
charges were brought, the uni- 
versity later_took distiplinary 
action against the students. 

Smith said that the incident 
is going to make women at the 
university think twice and 
acknowledge that it can easily 
happen to them and take 
precautions. 

“But on the other hand.” she 
said,” I'm afraid its going to 
have a bad effect on women 
making them even more reluc- 
tant to report sexual assult.” 

Suzanne Snails of the Rape 
Crisis Center said they receive 
about 500 calls a year from 
women seeking advice on how 
to handle rape. 

She said women are afraid to 
report rape because it is too 
taxing and they are afraid of 
what will happen if they got on 
the witness stand. 

Surprisingly, Snails said the 
center gets calls from women 
who were raped three or more 
vears ago and ha/ée not been 
able to deal with it until now. 

Rape is a very fear provok- 
ing experience” according to 
Deborah Schipper, a spokes- 
man for Women Against Rape. 

Schipper along with other 
rape counselors assess this 
fear to crime statistics which 
reveal that most women are 
raped by someone they know 
which has been labeled 
“acquaintance rapes.”

Sgt. James Carr of the Columbus Police Rape Squad said when 
rape happens the police are usually the last to know. 

“Unfortunately women have seen to many Hollywood productions 
of how rape victims are treated,” he said. “! wish they would report the 
assault immediately.” 

Anne Rubard, St. Anthony Hospital, along with Women Against 
Rape have provided the following precautions to consider. 

.Be aware of your surroundings. 

.Project an assured image of yourself. 

-Keep.car doors locked. Before getting in your car, glance in the 
back seat to be sure no one is hiding there. 

-Keep house doors and windows locked. Put vases or window 
chimes in front of windows to create a disturbance if someone tries to 
enter. 

-Don't talk to obscene or harassing phone callers. 

.Walk with confidence. & 

.Learn self defense. 

.Be aware that rape does happen frequently: ‘i 

If rape does occur: 

.Do not bathe, douche or change clothes. 

.Call the police immediately, 222-4741.

“Society looks at rape as a

“Every time they brag about 
the number of women they've 
gotten over on or reinforce that

It does something to the bal- 
ance of,human nature.” 

But, .on the other hand, 
Myers added that. women need 
to be more careful of putting 
themselves in situations where 
such an act can occur. 

This doesn’t mean don't go 
out but given that more rapes 
occur among acquaintances, 
women should look at poten- 
tial rapists holistically, attend 
to: what the person is saying, 
she said.

Enactment of 
the bill would mean that hospitals 
will-have-to-post;in-a conspicious™ 
place, charges for routine daily 
room service, special care daily 
room and delivery room services. 

Charges for the 25 most auxil- 
iary services, such as radiology, 
lab work and some pharmacy 
Prescriptions would also have to 
be available at each institution. 

Under provisions of the legisla- 
tion, statewide health Data Com- 
mission would be established to 
collect and publish information to 
stimulate rate competition among 
health care agencies.

Black-On-Black Education Leads U.S. School 


Since the Supreme Court deci- 
sion in 1954 ordering desegrega- 
tion of public. schools, the bright 
spots for achievement among 
Afro-Americans have been in the 
Black community. 

This statement does not suggest 
that some Blacks have not bene- 
tited-from—-desegregation, but Tt 
has not been the panacea that 
Blacks anticipated; not evenamiid 
remedy. 

A classic example of this com- 
parative analysis is two school 
systems with contiguous borders- 
-moatly Black Washington, D.C. 
and mostly White and integrated 
Montgomery County, Maryland. 

Recently released reports-show 
that the D.C. school students 
increased their scores dramati- 
cally on comprehensive standard- 
ized tests In the six nkills that were 
tested. .SeossinicndentTtorette 
pwicKenzte's sixth Qraders sur 
passed national norms in five of six 
skill areas; third graders exceeded 
national norms in math, science, 
lanquage;reference skitis, reading 
and social studies.

A_ 1977 study by the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People was also 
reviewed during the educators’ 
meeting and their own report has 
been given the working title, “The 
Preliminary NAACP Report on the 
American Public Schools; a 1983 
Update of the 1977 NAACP Report 
on Quality Education for black 
Americans.” 

In their findings here, the educa- 
tors reported the following nine 
specific instances in which Presi- 
dent Reagan’s reactions to the 
national reports were either unfair 
or misleading: 


Recommendation: The role of 
the government is one of ‘ ‘protect- 
ing constitutional and civil rights.” 
The Prasident Contends: One 
result of Federal legislation and 
actions to protect minorities and 
other special groups in need will 
do harm to the educational quality 
in this country. 

Recommendation; That gov- 
ernment should “help meet the 
needs of key groups of students." 
The President Contends: That the 
schools, ace -worse as -@ vesult of 
increased Federal aid and court © 
decisions. t 

Recommendation: That salaries 
for teachers should be increased, 
their work-year lengthened, their 
evaluations improved and their 
university preprations streng- 
thened. The President Contends: 
That merit pay will solve the 
teachers’ problems. This divides 
teachers and offers no concrete 
promise that improved instruc- 
tions will result. 

Recommendation: That the 
“twin goals of equity. and high 
quality schooling have profound 
and practical meaning” and can- 
not be divided “in principle or in 
practice.” The President unfairly

None Of The Reports suggest 
that prayer in public schools

The report from the NAACP 
Educational Summit maintained 
that the Federal government had, 
during the last twenty years, exhi- 
bited a far more proper attitude 
toward public school education. 
The group said that during the last 
two decades the Federal govern- 
ment had: 

® Taken the lead in implement- 
Ing the Supreme Court's decree to 
desegregate the schools of the 
nation. 

® Provided resources which 
have enabled economically dis- 
tressed school districts to make 
substantial strides in the direction 
of improving the quality of their 
educational offerings. 

® Helped to remove the barriers 
confronted by language minority 
students. 

® Insisted on the development 
and implementation of affirmative 
action plans within our school 
systems. 

The educators also said that 
Federal Assistance had worked 
most effectively to improve educa- 
tion-in the United States. 

“The Federal Government has 
had a powerful impact on educa- 
tion through grants-in-aid, both 
formula-and discretionary,"'the 
Federal Government has re- 
sponded through the enactment of 
educational legislation to address 
and remedy the issues.” 

The report said: “Now, in 1983, 
as our nation is on the brink of 
losing its dominance as the lead- 


. 
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ing world power, and as other 
nations, ‘recognizing the impor- 
tance of education and the 
demands of technology, are 
increasing their expenditures jon 
education, itis absolutely impera- 
tive that the United States of Amer- 
ica re-establish its educational 
priorities.” 


“We think it is short-sighted dnd 
unreasonable to assume that this 
nation can focus on educational 
excellence without a commitment 
to adequate funding. In this 
regard,_the-Federal- Government 
has a central and vital role. . 

“Hence, we urge the President 
to take leadership in assuring ade- 
quate funding for public education 
by heeding the admonition of his 
Own commission -- excellence 
costs, but in the long run, medioc- 
rity costs more.” ’

Bexley.” 

Marshall said she used to 
walk across the bridge to go to 
St. Charles Preparatory School 
to play Bingo. “Why should we 
have to go all out-of our way 
because of Bexley? We all pay 
taxes,” she said. 

“| have mixed emotions," 
said M.T. Edmondson of 216 
Parkwood Ave. “It would be 
very inconvehient for me.” 

“It's a slap in the face to the 
rest of the city,” said one Nel- 
son Rd. resident. “| would be 
insulted.” 


Many of the Columbus resi- 
dents contacted commented 
on how difficult it was to turn 
east on to E. Broad St. from 
Nelson Rd. 

Some Bexley residents 
found it inconvenient not to be 
able to use, the bridge to E. 
Long St. to go downtown 
instead of Broad St. Other res- 
idents noted the decline in 
through traffic since the bridge 
closing. 

When told of the attempt to 
permanently close the bridge, 
several Bexley women, how- 
ever, commented that it may be 
a move by officials to make the 
28-acre Jeffery Park in Bexley 
safer for children. They menti- 
oned an incident that took 
place last summer. 

Two-boys-—and-a girl from 
Bexley were molested Aug. 25, 
1982, in the park down by Alum 
Creek by five youths from 
Columbus. The youths were 
caught and charged with rape. 
The incident received a tot, of 
media attention. ~. 

“That is patently not our 
intentions,” said Stanley H. 
Sheehan, assistant to the 
mayor of Bexley. “! don't see 
how closing a bridge would 
stop incidents like that.” 

Sheehan said they were not 


.trying to keep people out of 


Bexley. The barricade was 
built, because children where 
climbing over and under the 
Original one, and because offi- 
cials were afraid of lawsuits, he 


- said. 


Bexley is requesting per- 
manent closing of the bridge, 
because it doesn't serve that 
much of a need, Sheehan said. 
. We thought they (county) 
shouid take a second look 
before spending $200,000 to 
$250,000, he said. Sheehan 
suggested that the money 
could be used to improve the E. 
Broad St. and Nelson Ad. 
intersection. 


Aithough Sheehan has 
received few comments about 
the bridge closing up to now 
499 tettercs —tom a a =e 
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edged that few; if any, resi- 
dents on either side of the 
bridge know about the efforts 
to close it. 

When asked about the pub- 
lic’s right to comment about 
the proposed permanent clos- 
ing, Sheehan said that MORPC 
had @ good history of allowing 
the public an opportunity to 
comment. Ke did not say that 
Bexley would make a public 
announcement about the 
bridge's possibie future. 

The bridge is owned by 
Franklin County, but is jointly 
controlied by Columbus and 
Bexley, according to David 
Philips, deputy engineer for 
Franklin County. 

Philips said the bridge was 
becoming dangerous. The 
deck needed continuous resur- 
facing, he said. There were var- 
ious holes in the deck and “we 
were afraid of joggers getting 
hurt,” he said. “ 

“it’s amazing how quickly 
people will sue thé govern- 
ment,” Philip said. 

Visual examination of the 
bridge roadbed, however, 
shows no visibie holes that 
could cause injury to joggers 
or bicyclists. 

The city of Bexley requested 
that the bridge be temporarily 
closed, then later suggested 
that it should not be reopened, 
Philips said. 

The bridge foundation is 
solid, however the superstruc- 
ture, the steel beams and 
roadbed, would be replaced, 


. he said. The work was sche- 


duled to begin in September or 
October of this year, he said. 

The money for the replace- 
ment is already locally availa- 
ble from the federal govern- 
ment, Sheehan said. 

Columbus is aware of Bex- 
ley’s desire to close the bridge 
but is noncommittal about its 
position. 

“Our policy is once a bridge 
is in place it stays in place," 
said James E. Gabriel, an 
expressway engineer for 
Columbus. But when asked 
about the Clifton Ave. bridge, 
he said, “We are kind cf mod- 
erate on the issue ” 

Ted L. Wallace, city engineer 
for Columbus, said he 
attended the Mar. 11 meeting 
at MORPC and the bridge was 
discussed, but he did not take 
the discussion as a formal 
request for the permanent 
bridge closing. Wallace said he 
has not received a written 


since the bridge Closing. 

He acknow , however, 
that Bexley's publie an- 
nouncement that the bridge 
would be closed only for one 
year, may affect the number of 
complaints. He said he did not 
know if there had been com- 
plaints to other departments 
such as traffic. 

Before agreeing to a per- 
manent closing, Wallace said, 
a study would be needed. He 
commented that It would be 
difficult to do a study now that 
the bridge isciosed. __ 

“We would have to stop cars 
and ask the drivers if they 
would use the bridge,” Wallace 
said. 

He said that he did not know 
of a bridge in Columbus that 
has been permanently closed. 

Jerry N. Brinton, assistant 
director of transportation for 
MORPC, acknowledged that 
there had been one informal 
meeting March 11, among Bex-

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Suit Filed Against 
Automobile Dealers 


Attorney General Anthony J. Celebrezze, 
Jr., has filed suit against two automobile 
dealers, one located in Tennessee the other 
doing business in the Cleveland area, for 
allegedly selling used cars to Ohio consu- 
mers with odometers which had been 
rolled back 


The suit was filed in Cuyahoga County . 


Common Pleas ‘Court on Friday, July T5th 
as the result of an investigation by Cele- 
brezze’s Consumer Frauds and Crimes sec- 
tion of Richard Greenfield, owner of D&G 
Motors 6100 Euclid Ave., Cleveland, and 
Terry Townsend of Mt. View Auto Sales 
located in Ooltewah, Tennessee. 

Celebrezze's suit charges that Townsend 
sold vehicles with odometers that had 
been rolled back or tampered witb to reflect 
less mileage than the vehicle had actually 
been driven. Some of the vehicles were sold 
to Greenfield, who sold the cars to dealers 
and consumers while stating the altered 
mileage was true and accurate. 

“Rolling back odometers is an unfair and 
deceptive practice under Ohio law since it 
leads consumers to believe a vehicle is of a 
greater quality of value than it actually is," 
Celebrezze said 

“Tampering with the mileage of a motor 
vehicle is a violation of the Ohio Consumer 
Sales Practices Act and the Odometer Rol-
